A silo, by 
enabling the 
farmer 
to save 
his 
JdUghage in times of rainy weather, 
evwhen hot winds threaten to burn it 
we prematurely, or whim, as is going 
te be the ease this fall, many crops 
a rt caught in an immature state by 
/tests, is the best insurance the farm ­ 
er can have against loft of his feed 
craps and the surest protection of bis 
natant It against the effects of drouth 
awl a consequent shortage of feed. 
Ne farm er with 
any 
considerable j 
acerber of animals to feed should be 
without his silo. 


But many farmers who think they 
sa® not afford to invest in a silo are 
liable, owing to the short grain crop, 
to spend more than the first cost of a 
edo ta buying expensive feed this win­ 
ter. The next best thing to having big 
hay stacks and a silo full of good en­ 
silage is to sow a crop of winter oats, 
rye, wheat or barley for winter graz 
iag.
